Many children whOr dream of being teachers vvhen 
they grow up are ipld it is impossible if they are blind, 
m a wheelchair, 0/ have other disabilities. 

•But at the same j/me this message ^ being \ 
reinforged, hundreds of handicapped adults all over 
the country areieaching |n public schools, private 
schoois, special education programs, and colleges, 
and ara working as school deans, principals, and 
staff. Not only are they succeeding m spite of their ^ 

Usabilities;* they are making a special contribution 
t^cause of their disabilities. Study after study st^ows 
tl^ best wdy^o develop lavorable attitudes toward 
'handicapped persons is through positive direct 

* contact with disabled people. And what better way tp^ 
reach people than through teaching? (groups of even 
the youngest children will grow up knowing from first 
hand expenence that handicapped persons can be ^ 
and are successful 

Like many dtner fields* education has been closed to 
most people with disabilities And like some fields, 
the doors in edtication are beginning to open. 

Ayearago AACTE had no idea how handicapped 
individuals were fanng in the profession of education. 
We wanted to know what handicapped pef$ons 
experience as the^f^ train as teachers, seek 
employment* and what they fihd when hfred " To find 
out, we used a process similar to that developed by 
the American Association for the Advancement of 
Science to locate handicapped scientists. We 
enlisted th^aid of education organizations, and we ^ 
advertised in numVous newspapers and journals 
H arbund the country. We asked disatjled individuals in - 
all aspects of education to identify themselves and to 
take the tlpie to liO out AaCTE'S detailed 
questionnaire, * ■ ^ ' . 

The results v^ere ovenvhejming! Simply ir^ terrrts of 
quantity, the infCirmatiiin received far surpassed our 
,hopes*. We heard,stories of success, dogged 



persistence, and great personal disappointment. We 
Jeamed of ah amazing variety of ways tn which . 
handicapped persons help themselves m school and 
on the job. And we found ourselves totally absorbed by 
the information that, as far as we l^new, had never^ 
before been compiled In fact, we f6lt the knowledb© we 
had gained was too valuable to be filed and forgotten; it 
had to be used So h^re ifis—baseft on more than 900 
written responses and dozens of telephone Interviews 
with handicapped individuals— a resource guide for 
disabled educators It includes shared stories of the 
entirfe process, from choosing a career in education to 
on-the-job techniques The results are optimistic, 
although not entirely^ and AACTE is excited to share 
them with the public. AlsolnckJdelJ in the publication is 
the first nationwide directory of disabled educatorsand 
students of education, ^eady. thsy^oiume of requests 
,for the directory has sho\^n iUgjieeded. Now* with this 
directory, disabled educSIors cail locate and contact 
other^Jj^the same field, with the same disability, with 
similar concerns. Schools, government and 
organizations can use th$ directory to Ideate 
handicapped experts in education. And disabled 
young people can use it to find others who hav^e gone 
before* who will lend advice as they prepare for an 
education <i&reer, ^

We can probably * 
assume, hdweyer, that just as studies of other ' ^ , 
professicns indicate i/nderrepresentation of 
handicapped individuals the same hol^s true for the 
' educattonvprofession. Though the experiences of 
disabled educators from the AACTE study /eflect that 
mqny more persons with disabilities are entering the 
ranks of the education prpfes&on today than 20 or even 
fOyears apo, much remains to be done before the 

> barriers tiley face are eliminaled. 



BackgtDund-rSccUon 504 " , 

In 1973, Congress passed P.L 93-1 12, also known as 
the Rehabilitation Act of 1973, Given impetus frpm the 
'Civil rights movement of the 60 s, Section 504 of that Act 
became law with virtually no Congressional opposition. 
Hailed as a "bill o\ rights /or the handicapped*" that ■ 
section reads: 
"No otherwise qualified handicapped individual In 
the United States . . .shall, solely by reason of his ^ 
handicap* be excluded from the parttcipation in. 
'be denied the benefits of. or be subjectedJo 
discrimination under any program or activ/ty 
receiving federal financial assistanee." 

SQverahyears later, the U.S. Department of Health. 
Education and Welfare issb^ regulattons far-reaching - 
in their intent to insure equal opportunity fdr.disabled 
persons in education program^ and activities of all 
recipients of federal financial assistance. 
* Handicapped person ^ was defined broadly and 
Includes persons with a wide range of physical and 
' mental disabilities Persons'listed in this guide reflect ' 
such a diversity of haffdicapping donditlons. 

Rights guaranteed under Section 504 affect disabled 
persons as they pursue college degrees and 
professional careers in many fields* including 
education. Colleges and universities, most of which are 
subject to Section 504« fjiay no longer refuse to adpiit^ 
student solely on the basis of handicap. Tesis us^d to 
'evaluate a student for purposes of admission or for" 
progress within a college program must evaluate 
'achievement rather than reflect a stadenfs impaired 
sensory, manual, or speaking skills, The'cdlege or 
* uriiversityifiust modify its programs, where necessary* 
to insure that disabled persons have an equal 
opportunity to participate in its programs and activilies. 

Se(;tidn 564 does not require that every part of every 
building on a campus be barrier free. It dpes, however, 
require that architectural barriers be removed if there is 



no other way to provide equal access to a university's 
programs and activities And. of course, campuses can 
undertake barrier removal on^ voluntary b^sis. 

Auxitiaty aids such as interpreters or adaptive 
equipment that are necessary for a student to comr^leie 
a program must be provided- Akhough the 504 
regulatfons impose the ultimate responsibility for aids 
on the college or university, assistance can come from 
other sources, such a^ocational Rehabilitation lunds. 
Aids for personal ulaor study are not required. 

Modifications in academic requirements tnust be made 
if those rules unnecessarily discnminate against a 
handicapped student. Examples of modifications in 
teacher preparation programs, such as changes in the , 
length oftimepermittedtocompleteadegree program, ^ 
or substitution of specific coyrseworl^. areid^cribed 
by disabled educators in this publication, [Academic 
requirements essential to the program or ^etatrng to 
licensing requirements are ijot affected under 
Section 504, , 1 

While Seclion 504 Is not constdered an affirmative 
action statute, Subpart B o|the 504 regulations does 
reaffirmSection606of P,L 94-142, the Educationof Alt 
Handicapped Childreri Aci, which states that: : * 
. , each recipient of assistance undenthis Act 
shall make positrvaeffoiis to employ and advance 
In employ ment*^quaf if iea handicapped individuals 
in programs as^sisted uf]def this Act. ' 

Thus, there is federal recognition of the obligation of 
, ^employers such as state and local education agencies 
and school districts to carefully consider the 
applications of qualified disabled persons tor * 
administrative and teaching positions. 

Ijegal protection such as Sectton 504 cannot remove all 
pf the problenis disabled pe^ns must face in any 
Aroffession, including educatron. Partiqularly. one 
^cannot tegisl^e out of existence pervasive attitudinal 



barriers that arjse fron\ffears. ignorance, and 
stereotypical perceptions of disabled people. 
However, the expenences of individuals in AACTE s 
study reflect a definite decrease since the passage of 
504 in discrimination experienced in both" completing 
teacher education |)rogramfe and employment 

Perhaps an even greater mark of supcess of Section ' 
504 lies in the chafed perc^tion disabled persons 
have of themselves. The educators included m 
A/ijCTE's study aa|e an overwhelming impressrpn of 
self-reliance ana Jetermination, combined with a 
strong faith in ^hei labilities They identified themselves 
first as professionlts, and dniy then as disabled. Yet 
.they l<new of thefr added value as role models for 
handicapped and nOn-handicapped studehts. parents 
and colleagues They often brought assets beyond 
professional competence such as l<nowledge related 
to disability which is beneficiat to handicapped children 
'^ndlheeducatiopalenvironnientasa^ole, ' ;/ 

Efforts to capitalize on the l<nowtedge and th| gainV 
made by disabl0d educators in the last decape afe ' 
especially appropriate fn Vie current political climate'; 
While sun/eys 5hov/a continuing high level o public * 
support for oppprtunrtii^s \ot disat)led rndividtuais. it is 
clear that expanding federal suppo/t'Will not go ^ ^ 
unquestioned, /Fhus^ a resource that iOuminalas the 
significant conjlributions of dfgabted persons lo ' * 
education and conveys cost'effefrtiye wayS disable : 
persons tl^emselves have used to contribute^ as 
competent prpfessionale should be wgl<?ome .

impaired, hearing impaired, neurologically impaired^ 
etc.) the successful coping strategies used by disabled 
' educators. 

PART III represents thinking from a conference 
sDonsored by AACTE in which disabled and 
non-disabled educators defined barriers faced by 
disabled {Dersons in education and suggested ways to 
eliminate or oduce those barriers^ 

PART tV is a directory of the more \paQj300 educators 
with disabilities who participated In th€f project and 
agreed to be listed as resources, 

PART V includes other resources^ material^and 
organizational— relating to handicapped persons in 
education. 

This project and its publication represents the first ' 
atlempt lo systematically document informaWpn on *^ 
handicapped persons in the education fieid-With the - 
Exception of, the categoiy of blind eduCators/startlingly 
little Information Is avaQable in tho^rpfessional 
literature th^t specifipally addresses'the subject of 
handicapped persons as educators, ''YouVe going to

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One does not have to be a psychologist to 
reahze that obstacles to personal and 
professional growtfTcan stem from within.

Fear and lack of self-confidence are difficult to 
surmount, especially when combined with "the doubts 
of others. Many disabled educators reported th^y 
had hea/d time after time, "You can't teach No one 
will hire a handicapped teacher," etc One even 
remembers being told she could not possibly be a 
good teacher because her disability would prevent 
her from reaching thectassroom wjndowsto cpen 
and close thenn 

While such discouragement is widespread* there is 
fortunately a growing emphasis on the concept of" 
-essentiat functions In other words, a job Should not 
be refused simply because a disabled person cannot 
per'form every task an able-bodied individual m the / 
same position rnay^ However, a disabled person must 
be able to perform the essential functions of a jOb

Indeedr a study by the President'^ Cor^niittee for 
' Employment of the R^ndicapped mdlQlites tha\ 
proportionafety .fewer dialed people choose a 
career m educatiiSi than fFieir able-bodjed peers. Of 
those who participated in AACTEs study, a 
substantial number said their de^Jiston to ach ^ - 
stemmed from a string belief in themselves that led 
tnem to\6elieve that m spitfl'of whaf others said, they 
knew they could do the pb^ Many afeo cited the 
impoft^ce of supportive family jnemtiers Of ieacher& 
Who encouraged them to pursue tijeir goats. * ^ 

Choosmp a career.'including a teifhmg.career, ' 
requires considerabia thought from anyone.

CAREER COIH^SELING^ " 

Career counseling is the stage at which many 
drsabled students are advised into ^out of an ** 
education career. Counsel 'may^l^^ven from^a 
number of different soorceS-^^lr^^f/iool 
counselors, vocational rehgoj^fSror^ or 
college faculty advisors. AACTE re&Oondents were 
divided in their assessment 6f the career counseling 
they had recewed. Half felt that counselors had given 
them encouragement white half said counseloVs hsid 
not been t*etpful, had advised them to abandon their 
teaching goats, or had been discouraging in other 
ways. ' , ,(

Anne Corrri a special education professor at the 
University of Texas, who has low vision, has 
counseled some blind students out of the teacher 
education-program unt»j fhey'gained the requisite 
sKiiis lorteachjng. She notes that one visually 
impaired' student coutdnot read at all. even though 
he had already obtairied an undergraduate degrees. 
She counseled him out ol the program and J 
sugges^d waye to acquire the needed ^ills white 
remaining in the college environment.

'Some disabilities which do hamper S0em[ngly basic ^ 
teaching sKills raisesehous questions For exarDple, 
one educatiorv dean, who asked not to be IdfentifTed, 
told AACTEof a shjdent jn his pjriSgr^m who hasr 
cerebral palsy,^*$ severely speech impaired^ and has 
httle use of her hand^. He does' not think she should 
teach because she cannot fulfHI the Essential function 
of commurjicating for classroom instruction. The 
student's parents, hpwever; say she has the right to 
complete the program Does she? Catherine MorslVik, 
chairperson of the department of special education at 
the- University of FlCffida, says that she, on the other 
hand^ intervened on behalf of a student wijh cerebral 
paf^, to define "'communication*"' fo indtide Jhe visual 
mode. The student was*allowed ttf make presenta*^, 
tions using flanoef boards and the ehalktx^ard t<j^ a 
.jnuch greater degree. 

One educator- suggested toAACTE that wWte^e 
classroom may not be appropriate for everyone, other 
areas such as educational^ research or materials 
devetopment rnight provide <fpportunifies In fact an 
Increasing number ol ediicatton graduates, disabled 
and non-disabled alike, afe nnding positions in 
non-traditional education sett|ngs, such as industry 
and $ooial service agencies.

It is difficult to determine when a counselor is being 
overly restrictive or sirnf^ trying to inject realism, 
Tedde Scharf/ Disabled Shdent Services Coordinator 
at the University of J^torthernlSplorado, counsels^ 
severely disaibled dudents away from leaching and 
irrto fiefds where thoy v^ll make more rr^ney to pay 
fOr equipment or attendants. 



THE TEACHER EDUamON 
' • EXPERIENCE 

Once a student decides to pursue a career in ^ 
education and has completed basic university 
requirements, the next step is the teacher education 
program. For disabled students, however, the 
tradition \% not necessarily a smooth one: Disabled 
educators and students whcrparticlpated in AACTE's 
study reported a'wfde range of experiences with 
teacher education programs. Despite good grades ^ 
and an overall successful college experience, many^ 
had difficulty convincing department personnel that ' 
ibey should be allowed: to. tr^ih as educators, while 

^ others expgnenced orily cooperation and * > 
endouragement/h/tost of ttpse who repoijetf 
difficulties are those who^were^traipeda decade or 
/pore ago, \yhicK suggests that colleges of e^iucglton 

, are iess liKely today thari in the past to assume' a 
disability maKes ope unsuited for' teaching. Parr of the 
openness of university education departments Is no. 
doubts result of SecJlion 504. ' , ' 

M^y^stablished educators stressed the importance 
to k\\ disabled educators of (^derstanding 504,,Sqfne 
gavtf examptfes of disabM stftdents who were kept 
out of teacher ecjucation programs until they usedihe 
l^w to convince program adlfiinistrajors t6 change 
discriminatory policies. Others stressed that a 
knowledge of one's rights under the law gives a 
prospective disabled educator greater confidence 
and lets others Koow she'br he understands and will 
def^hd the rights that are theirs. 

Fortunately, most disabled students m Education and 
' recenTgraduate&cite little difficulty gaining 
acceptance to teache; education programs and 
fulfilling.proqram requirements :'Necia Ramsey, for 
example, wha is legally, blind, was readity accepted 
by both the education and mjusic departments at 
AndersorV College in Indiana/ She completed the 
requirements with no particular problems, she say^ 
Another sttJdeht, John Guyton^who walKs with the aid 



of caitches, reported hq difficulty gaining acceptance 
to the department at his schcx)!* Mississippi State 
University. When Steve Wynn, vvho is quadriplegic, 
enrofted in speciat education at Lacnar Oniversity in 
Texas, the departmqfit chairman greeted his interest 
with great en'thusiasm. The idea of a quadriplegic 
teacher >fl/orking with disabled children vva? new to 
Nm. but he wasali for it.*Wynn reported.-The * 
department head's exciternent was "contagou^t" 
spreading to other instructors who had been * 
Skeptical initially* Wynn said. Many more disabled 
' students reported good experience with teacher 
education programs', aqd most felt theiijMgcpenences 
>^e not unCisuat. * ^ 

B^t discrimination does exist, some respondents 
were quick to point out. MaVga^cMahon, a hearing 
impair^ amputee*, says she fo0nd resistance froip 
*nstructprs who refused to atlow her to enrolt in their ^ , 
courses, and from some who prohibited interpreters ^ 
in the classroom. Kathteen Senn, a recent graduate of . ■ 
Ihe University of Houston, found support from 
administrators invaluable. Told by professor^ that she 
could not see welt enough to teach, she turned to the 
dean who intervened on her trehaff with professors 
who did ncftwanfSenn ip the program. *1 could not 
have rnade it without ap advocate in the department," 
she says. ^ V ■ 

While the climate \r\ teacher education progranns 
appears to be growing more receptive to students 
with disabilities, the responses of current students^ ' 
and recent graduates implies it is still tbose whose , 
disabilities are le$s visible who fare best. I^any who 
reported little or no difficulty in their teacf)er training 
*even attributed their success in part to the fact that 
their disability is not vefy notfceable. 

Accommodation and Support Services - 

Accommodating to a person's disability does not 
mean special favors or easier course requirements: it 
simply means basic modification* as.needed to allow 
handicapped sludents access to classes, activities, 
and programs of the university^ Whil^ AACTBs^tudy 
suggests thai colleges and universities have come a 

^long way in their willingness to accommodate 
disabled students* th6 bulk of ac(;orr\modatjons are 

" made by the students themselve^. Some sfUdents Bre 
receiving help to arrar^ge their own support iservices. 

<Anne Corn works wrtb her disabled students to . - ^ 
sharpen their creative prPblem solving skids. At the ^ 
same time/more students are speaking up for and 
getting needed accohimodations or suppof^ services 
from th'eir university or leacheceducStfon program. 

David Vince is a hfeatth and physical education major 
at McNeese StatB University in Lake Charles. 
Louisiana. He has two*stftificial legs, which mfeans he 



cannot lift heavy objects or run. the department has 
* cooperated b^i^Mifying class requirements. For 
example Jj>+fisvo(leybalt class. Vince participated 
where hewas capable. But when it came to skills

3iana Kiesserfan education mapf at Lewis and Clark 
^ate College in Lewiston~ Idaho, h^s lost the use of 
one-third?of her muscles, especially irt her hands and 
lower arms Thanks lb vocational rehabilitation, she 
has a naobile arm sujDport which enables her to 
operate^an electrid typewriter. She has arranged for a 
special place in the college%brary where she can 
study and leave her boPks. When tests are given. 
. Kresser dictates her respor^s to a writer. 

-yViayne Silver^ Associate Dean lor.Learnit)g Support 
Services at Miarini-Oade .Community College, is 
severely hearing Impaired. As a student, he fought

Certification usually follows naturally once teacher 
education course requir^enis have been met and 
student teaching is completed Since teacher 
education degree programs are usually state 
approved, a graduate of such a program ts 
automaticany certified to teach m thgt.state In other 
wjordsl most diS^fed mdjviduals who successfully 
complete iheir degree requirements face no problem

Disabled teachers, loo, cited accessibility as a 
problem m finding employment One teacl>er missed 
a.job recently because a new. accessible school ' 
building ^would not be ready until October, the 
position had to be filled jn September 

Anottier concern that often anses m the hiring of 
handicapped feacher&is safety Some 3di]gjnistrators 
say they are afraid a blind or mobility impaired 
teacher would not be able fo get students and 
themselves out of the building fast enough tn case of 
fire Many muncipajjties, however, have standard ftre 
procedures for partner evacuation It is not difficult to 
see how these procedures could be adopted m the 
schools 

*Other admtntslralors Sire reiuctanl to hire the disabled 
for "insufance reasons " But, according to Charles^ 
Stoudenmire. a blind high school principal m South 
Carolina, thjs is a "^bbgus excuse " It Should not rhake 
any difference, according to Stoudenmire, if all 
leachers m a school system are covered by a single 
group pbltcy gs they are m his system "We could hire 
disabled educators^ without malqng apy changes tn

Many school administrators vie^^the hinng of a

With disabled teachers frequently advocating the 
interests of disabled children.

Janet Thelen, a Michigan educator is missing the 
fingers on o^fe hand A consultant to special 
education teachers, she also conducts tests 
disabled children But because the'youngef ones are 
often at first afraid of-her, she has developed the 
patience (o allow them to get gsed to her Thelen 
reporls some drffrculty carrying her supplies, but a 
g»ant Shoulder bag resembfmg a Suitcase helps do 
the job She cites her des*re to do the best lob 
possible as her most important coping strategy, but rs 
also quick to pomt out the benefits of a supportive 
husband and friends

One of the least lihderstood hapdiCapped groups, 
the learning disabled were long thought stupid, lazy, 
or g«9h retirded\ Today people with learning 
disabilities are'attmg pn the liberating knowledge 
that a learning disability rs a processing- disability, 
and they are not dumb Many are pursuing careers in 
education and other prof essions k^armng disabled 
educators use a vanety of technique^Vcuwrnpensate 
for their, disabilities on the job For example? Rofeert ^ 
Sloat. Director of Special Education ^t the University ^ 
of Nonhern Colorado, grades papers with the 
television on. To use his vision properly he needs the 
auditory stimulation of background noise He also 
reads tetm papers aloud in order lo transfer visual 
"signalsio auditory ones, and he dictates letters to a 
secretary In the ciafesroom.^Sloat uses eaditory 
teaching methods, he dislikes showing films He afSo 
takes advantage of large-print books designed for the 
visually impaired 
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A learning disabled psychology professor at the 
University of Kansas. Charles Hallenbeck has worked 
out a mutually satisfying arrangement with his 
administration C^mmifee assignments mvolvinjg 
unusually great arriounts of reading and the time 
copsuming process of reviewing applications lor 
graduate admissions have been waived for him in , 
return for his performing other tasks 

Susan Hastings. Coordinator ol the Uni\Jersity of 
Virginia Medical School's Developmental Curnculum 
Project, uses a special filing system based on 
cofor-coded "Symbols rather than the alphabet 
JHastings. who has dyslexia and other perceptual

Debra Sneed teache^ m Memphis, one of t%)nation s 
largest public school systems Yet even her schOoi. 
which has four special education classes and was 
buin'only 1 1 years ago. is inaccessible and has not 
made the reasonable accommodations to which 
Sneed is entitled by law Although Sneed js in "a 
whedchair, the, school can take no orthopedicatly 
handicapped children The school has not a single 
curb cut. says Sneed, whosejaiher takes her to 
school every day and lifts her chair into the building 
Sneed accommodateslierself to the Situation but not 
comfortably With no accessible toilets, she'simply 
does not use t^e b'^throom while at school Not at all 
sensitive lo her needs, the principal wanted^^o 
transfer Snefed upstairs to a classroom she had no 
way to reach She refused, and he backed down 
Fortunately, the students are another story Her 
Classes of 1247 year olds with learning problems are 
always willing to help, she said They even wash the 
t2Aard and clean the classroom without bemg asked 
She feels she has a special rapport with the students 
because oi her own disability 

Planning is essential for Sneed Because she often 
feels too weak to carry out her prepared lessons, she 
plans alfernate activities that sKe can use to fill m on 
her bad days Wnting is a slow process for SneeJ, 
so she does most of her paperwork at home whefe 
she can take her time. A two-hour rest each day after 
school- also helps her restore the strength she needs - 
to teach effectively

Until meetrng Harriet Stickney, most of her fouHh 
grade students thought dwarves were beings who 
lived only in faiiy talefe. Now retired. Strckney says it " 
was imponant to explain to ^he 6hildren at the 
beginning that dwarves ^re mdeed real people* only 
Shorter than most In the classroom Stickney/^' 2", 
used a child's desk in addition to her own teacher's 
desk She used a pona6le-stool the school custodian 
had helped her make and had an expandable hook 
to help her get things that were oul of reach Being 
Short IS not without its advantages. Slickney laughed 
She could surprise ihe children by appearing 
unexpectedly, while most teachers are so taif the

She told those in charge it vvas not bemg 
done in a way that would allovv handicapped pjersons 
to use It easily And when non-handcapped people
